Ninety-first Twice Proves its 
Metal in Month. 


Wins Plaudits of French Gen- 
eral in Command. 


Task Fit for Giants Carried Off 
with Great Glory.

SOMEWHERE IN BELGIUM— 


Assisting in the liberation of Bel- 
gium was ane of the high honors 
accorded to the Wild Westerners— 
one of the highest honors that 
could be bestowed on any group of 
soldier. \ 

Less than a month after winning 
laurels in the battle of the Ar- 
gonne, where they inaugurated the 
smash that was destined to shatter 
the keystone of the German struc- 
ture in the west, they were found 


fighting in Flanders, and in con- 
junction with the French, Belgians 
and British, throwing off the Ger- 
man yoke under which the country 
has groaned for more than four 
years—fighting in the group of 
armies commanded by His Majesty, 
King Aibert, tev drove the op- 
pressor beyond the Scheldt, drew 
fresh praise unto themselves, and 
won the tear-dewed gratitude of a 
liberated people. 

Thus, engaging in two important 
battles tn a month, and defeating 
the Gormans st two vital points, 
this, the Ninety-first Division, com- 
posed largely of Calffornia, Oregon, 
‘Washington and Montana troops,

“There are influences at work 
that are not to the public Interest, 
but these can be controlled without 
interference with private business, 
without hardship to it or its dislo- 
cation. The commission never sue- 
gested that the government take 
over the packine plants and the 
commieston does not do so now.”

the Cudahy Packing Company. Mor- 
ris & Cc., and Wilson & Co., Inc.

CAMP KEARNY, Dec. 19.—Two 
trainloads of officers and men from

BARE SABOTAGE 
IN LW.W. TRIAL 


Letters Read to Jury Reveal 
Crimes of Reds. 

Plots to Disrupt War Activity 
are Unearthed. 


Sacramento Trial of Conspir- 
ators Startling. 
{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 19.—Letters 


referring to arson and other forms} 


of sabotage and to the attitude of 
California newspapers and political 
figures regarding the Wheatland 
hop riot case were read to the jury 
late today at the trial of forty-six 
persons on trial in the United States 
District Court here for alleged plots 
to violate war work and disrupt war 
activity. 

Most of the letters bore the sic- 
natures of alleged co-conspirators 
with the defendants hege, including 
several men convicted at the Chi- 
cago I.W.W. conspiracy trial last 
summer. Several touched upon ac- 
tivity charged against the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World in the 
Northwest. 

Alleged formulas for treating 
plan® and trees with chemicals and 
directions for “mixing the finest 
flour of emery dust in lubricating 
oll for machinery” were also read to 
the jury. 

Today's showing was for the pur- 
pose of proving the general con- 
spiracy charge, Robert Duncan, spe- 
cial attorney for the Department of 
Justice, said. Whitnees@s are to be 
placef on the ktand beginning to- 
moreow in an effort to connect the 
individual defendants with the plots 
charged, !t was announced. 

NEEDED SAB-CATS. 

A letter signed by ©. L. Lambert, 
secretary of the Wheatland De- 
fense Committee. who was convict- 
ed at Chicago. dated Sacramento. 
November 20, 1914, and addressed to 
Phil McLaughlin. one of the defen4- 
ants here, contained this state- 
ment: 

“If we could have gotten as many 
eab-cats at Wheatland as there are 
said to be in Stockton, there would 
have been something doing there.” 

The Wheatland hop ricta occurred 
February 5. 1914. EF. T. Manwell, Dis- 
trict Attorney of Yuba county, was 
killed and tater H. D. Suhr and 
Richard Ford were sentenced to life 
imprisonment for the crime. 

Another letter Lambert is alleged 
to have sent Charles Schultz, Sep- 
tember 19, 1915, characterized “the 
statement of Johnson on the Ford 
and Suhr case” as “one of the finest 
whines that could be kicked out of 
a yellow dog.” adding, “but we will 
make him howl some more before 
he is done.” 

“Well, Johnson got the nomination 
all right.” Lambert is alleged 
to have written to Mrs. H. D. Suhr, 
September 5, 1916. “He comes up 
for election in November. Am in 
hopes he will be elected and get out 
of the State as we will then be able 
to get after the new man and see 
what we can get out of him fn the 
way of a pardon or commutation of 
sentence. 


MAKING THREATS. 


“Chester Rowell and the San 
Diego Union had better let well 
enough alone,” said another letter 
signed with Lambert's name. “San 
Diego might have a shade the best 
of the last scrap, but that city does 
not want any more of our game. 
Fresno got far more than she bar- 
gained for.” 

A letter signed, “E. Krauss, sec- 
retary, Portland, August 13, 1914,” 
and addressed to Vincent St. John, 
1.W.W. writer, who was convicted at 
Chicago, said: 

“The stiffs in this part of the coun- 
try are certainly raising hell as more 
than fifty thrashers burned up 
around here and 
fered $1000 for the gullty party who 
supposed to have put matches in 
the grain. Sunday we held 4 gigan- 
tic anti-war demonstration here and 
more than 5900 people attended.” 

“If we could get out about 1,000,- 
000 atickers and turn the sab-cat 
loose in Utah and leave a sticker 
where anything happens [I think it 
wonldn't make it so easy for the 
masters to railroad men who are 
fighting for labor,” said a_ letter 
signed “C. M. Anderson, secretary, 
Minneapolis, 9-14-15," and addressed 
to Wiliam D. Haywoud, former gen- 
eral secretary of the 1.W.W., who was 
convicted at Chicago. 

A letter eigned “William Weyh, 
secretary, Stockton, and addresged 
to “Bert Kelly, secretary, Hoquiam, 
Wash..”” said: 

“The weather is very dry and hot 
here and we are all excited over the 
numerous fires in our town, eight 
and ten a day, and just think, the 
I.W.W. hall is not insured.” 

From Sacramento, May 29, 1915, 
Lambert is said to have written to 
John Pancner: “Things are pretty 
tough. The boys in Stockton are 
having all kinds of trouble with the 
bosses. Trouble there is not enough 
at work to make the cat effective.’ 

“Tell the bovs we've got hold of 
the tail of California's goat—yours 
for the ©. B. U.,.” Lambe® is alleged 
to have. written to “G. J. Bourg” 
from Sacramento in June, 1915. 

“The O.B.U."-or one big unton. ts 
another term for the LW.W., sov- 
ernment investigators said. 

Writing in Sacramento, March 17, 
1915, to Albert Whitehead, one of the 
defencants here. regarding “Ford 
and Suhr assessment statement.” 
Lamber is allewed to haye said: 
will take vigorous action on the job 
to get these boys free.” Reference 
was made to sendine stickers to 
Australia warning against the use of 
California canned fruit “as long as 
Ford and Subr are in the pen.” 

GERMAN SPY WORK. 

Referring to certain “good jobs” 
credited to spies, Lambert, in a let- 
ter alleged to have been written 
to the Latin branch of the I.W.W. 
in San Francisco in August, 1915,

PARTY FORMED 
BY LABOR MEN. 


Expect Political Organization 
to Absorb Socialists. 


Railroad Brotherhoods Urged 
to Enter the Fold. 


Programme of British Workers 
is Closely Followed. 


BY ROBERP B. ARMSTRONG, 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The at- 
titude of the Big Four railroad 
brotherhoods will determine the fu- 
ture of the American Independent 
Labor party, which was organized in 
Chicago one month ago teday, The 
new party is not only expected to 
unite labor and the organized farm- 
ers of the country in a fight on 
“commercial imperialism" but is ex- 
pected to absorb the American 8So- 
cialist party. 

With many of the most prominent 
Socialist leaders of America in 
prison or internment camps or un- 
der indictment fur disloyaity, it is 
realized by those Who are anxious to 
get some of ghe Socialist policies put 
into effect, af a new organization 
must be verfected, an organization 
that will attract support from other 
sources than have supplied it in the 
past, The Independent Labor arty, 
which has been organized for that 
Rnurpose, generally foilows the pro- 
gramme of the British Labor party. 
The Chicago Federation of Labor, 
which organized the new movement 
and adopted a platform known as 
“labor’s fourteen points,” has a mem- 
bership of 325,000. 

Although the Action was taken 
only four weeks ago, the plan Ras 
been indorsed in many parts of the 
United States. Officials here assert 
that the Detroit Central Labor Coun- 
cil has indorsed it; that the Illinois 
State Federation of Labor, after a 
five hours’ discussion indorsed it by 
unanimous vote, that the workers of 
Bridgeport, Ct., have indorsed it 
and that the National Nonpartisan 
League, al its convention in St. Paul 
on December 3, adopted resolutions 
approving it. 

SEEK TRAINMEN. 


The question of supporting the 
movement is certain to come up in 
the Cleveland central labor body. 
Backers of the plan who are in 
Washington are manifesting a keen 
interest in the attitude of the heads 
of the railroad brotherhoods. They 
say they have not made known their 
position, but assert confidence that 
a large part of the membership is in 
favor of a farmers’ and workmen's 
national political organization of this 
sort. 

The orders issued by Director- 
General of Railroads McAdoo inthe 
last caripaign, prohibiting the em- 
ployees from running for any poll 
ical offices is said to have antagon- 
ized part of the membership. 

Outside of the advocates of the 
new organization there is a feeling 
here that the attitude of the railroad 
brotherhoods on the new party will go 
a long way in determining whether 
it can hope to attain a place even 
approximating the influence the La- 
bor party has in Great Britain. 

It is generally realized that the 
Socialist party as such cannot hope 


of results in the national elections. 
Socialist leaders here complain it 
has been the experience in the past 
that whenever good progress has 
been made in fighting for reform 
or liberalizing the government one 
or the other of the major parties has 
adopted the principle and the mem- 
bership of the Socialist party has 
drifted away and into the old parey 
alignments. 
SUPPORTERS’ HOPE. 


Supporters of the new movement 
feel that if they can get organized 
iabor and the organized farmers to 
unite, they will have the nucleus of 
a formidable new party which will 
absorb the old Socialist party. 

The fourteen points which they 
have adopted start off with the dec- 
laration of a right on the part of 
labor to deal with the employer 
through any committee they ap- 
point and end up with a declaration 
for an international] labor movement 
covering the world, which would 
keep watch on any league of nations 
from the workers’ viewpoint. 

There is a demand that workers in 
a plant shall have voice in its opera- 
tion. 

There is a demand for abolition of 
armaments and so-called ‘“commer- 
cial imperialism.” 

With reference to this movement 
for an amalgamation of the organ- 
ized workers and farmers of the 
country, the question is being, asked 
on all sides: “Is Gompers for it?” 


GOMPERS’S STAND. 


The president of the National 
Federation of Labor, in a speech in 
New York a week ago, counscled 
against the new organization but the 
Central Federated Union of New 
York issued a call for a meeting on 
January 11 and 12 at which the 
question will be fought out. It is 
the plan to finance the new party on 
the same basis that labor organiza- 
tions are financed, by the payment 
of dues. Leaders assert that it will 
be organized from the precinct up. 

John J. Fitzpatrick, president, and 
Edward Nockels, secretary of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, are 
credited with starting the national 
organization. The almost unanimous 
refusal of the Chicago City Council 
to approve the Mayor’s appointment 
of a new school board which had 
on it several labor leaders, was the 
pretext for the inauguraticn of the 
movement. 

In the spring campaign the new 
party is to put up a complete ticket 
including everything from justices of 
the peace to Mavor. Similar steps, 
it was said here todav, will be taken 
in the other large cities to give the 
firet real tests of the strength of 
the new party. 


AUSTRALIA LIFTS WOOL BAN. 
(BY PACTFIC CABLE AND A

NEEDED. 


Secretary Glass Forecasts Call 
for More Money. 
Thrift and War Saving Stamp 
Sales to Continue. 
Vast Expenses to be Met Yet 
by the Government. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Confl- 
dence that the American people will 
in no wise relax their efforts toward 
meeting the government's immediate 
financial requirements was expressed 
by Secretary Glass in a statement 
tonight partially outlining the pol- 
icy of the treasury under his admin- 
istration, Plans for meeting govern- 
ment expenditures as has been out- 
lined by former Secretary McAdoo, 
including the offering of another Lib- 
erty Loan, the continuing of the 
sale of War Savings Certificates, and 
the retaining of organizations for 
the sale of such securities, will be 
carried out, he said. 

“I am sure that the Treanur\ 
Department can with confidence of- 
fer another Liberty Loan,” said the 
statement, which was addressed to 
the American people, “and continue 
the sale of War Savings Certificates, 
knowing that the organizations will 
respond once more to the call for 
service, and will at once prepare the 
ground and sow the seed so that 
the harvest may be abundantly fruilt- 


ful.” 
NEAR TEN BILLI ON, 


Government expenditures, includ- 
ing transactions in the principal of 
the public debt, during the current 
fiscal year up to and including De- 
cember 16, when Mr. Glass assumed 
office, have exceeded $9,600,000,000, 
the Secretary said. in reviewing the 
financial status of the government. 
Expenditures for November were 
nearly two billion dollars, and for 
December to and including the 16th, 
exceeded one billion dollars. 

The proceeds of the Fourth Lib- | 
erty Loan so far received have all 
been spent, Mr. Glass said, and the 
remaining installments will be need- 
ed to meet maturing treasury certi- 
ficates, of indebtedness. 

More than half of the estimated 
expenditures of the government for 
the current fiscal vear, recently 
placed at eighteen billion dollars by 
Mr. McAdoo, have been spent in the 
first five and one-half months. Bills 
for production of war materials 
which had reached the peak at the 
time the armistice was signed, must 
be paid, and the great expense of 
demobilizing the army met. 

ANOTHER LOAN SOON. 

In view of these facts, Secretary 
Glaes sald. another Liberty Loan 
must be issued before the end of the 
fiscal year next June, the sale of 
War Savings Stamps and certificates 
must be pushed most energetically, 
and the habits of thrift fotmed dur- 
ing the war must be continued.

WOULD ERECT A 
GREAT OBELISK. 


Pershing Memorial Committee 
Hears Suggestions. 


Popular Subscription, not a 
Bond Issue, is Plan. 


Park Official Fevors Either 
Stadium or Monument. 


Park Commissioner W. M. Bowen, 
representing Mayor Woodman, last 
night presented two plans for «4 
monument to our hero defenders to 
the Pershing Memorial Committee 
at ite meeting at the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club, While Mr. Bowen pro- 
posed as one scheme that a stadium 
be built In Exposition Park, he laid 
the greater stress upon the advisa- 
bility of erecting a gigentic monu- 
ment in the park, and suggested that 
the seven Southern California coun- 
ties contribute to a fund of $500,- 
000 to complete the project. He 
stated that Mayor Woodman is con- 
vinced that the funds must be 
raised by popular subscription. 
Following is a description of the 
oposed monument, as outlined by 
r. Bowen: 

The exposed materials to be made 
of gray granite, which can be se- 
cured in Southern California, with 
stee! frame supporting the same, the 
monument to be 250 feet high from 
the ground to the extreme top of 
the figure. The platform surround- 
ing the main base at the level of 
the top space is to be 166 feet

square. .The main body of the 
base of a tower resting immediately 
upon the platform is to be 138 feet 
square and eleven feet high. The 
wide molded base supporting the 
block upon which the obelisk stands 
is ninety-four feet square. ‘The main 
block on which the obelisk stands is 
sixty-nine feet square and fifteen feet 


six inches high. The obelisk is twen- 
ty-eizht feet square at the base and 
ten feet square at the top. 

It is suggested that the 
sroups of statuary at the base of 


main 


the four sides of the obeli be 
called “Called to Arms,” he 
Charge,” “Supreme Sacrifice’ ‘and 


“Victory.” These are to be cast in 
bronze. 

On the step in front of the main 
base block it is suggested that eight 
figures of the leading military and 
naval men of the present war be 
placed in bronze, these to be made 
by the famous sculptors of the Al- 
lied countries. 

At the four corners of the main 
bage I would suggest that the 
groups represent battle action, to be 
furnished by our four principal) al- 
lies, to wit: England, France, Bel- 
zium and Italy. The four cannons 
to be used are those captured from 
Germany, 

On the face of the main base on 
each of the four sides are five bronze 
tableta, twenty feet wide wy five feet 
high. On these could be placed 
names of the men participating in 
the war. 

The figure “Victory” on the top 
of the monument is to be twenty- 
nine feet high, and to rest on @ 
bronze ball four feet in diameter. 
At the base of the pyramid at the 
top of the obelisk, concealed reflector 
lights will be provided so that the 
figure can be brightly illuminated by 
night and easily seen from a great 
distance, so arranged that. they 
would light the figure of “Victory” 
only. 

The tower should be provided with 
an elevator and a room tn the pyra- 
mid af the top, from which the pub- 
lie could view the surrounding coun- 
try from the openings. 

The foundation would be of rein- 
forced concrete, and above the base

TSSUES WARNING. 
“Keep vour hands away from your 
face and keep them clean,” was the 
Slogan suggested by Health Commis- 
sioner Powers vesterday, for the 
better known “Don’t sneeze.” “It is 
just as important for everyone to 
keep bis hands clean as it is to 
avold sneezing,” said Dr. Powers. 
“This epplies to patient, nurse and 
those who seek to avoid contagion 
or to aveid transmitting it ta others. 
One weak point in the mask asa pro- 
tector lies in the fact that ninety- 
nine persons in everv 100.are almost 
continually adjusting and handling 
the gauze. Masks are all right, but 
they should be left alone and 
changed often.”

FORGERY ADDED 


SAY LESSER: WAS HUN SPY. 


As a motive for the alleged disap- 
Pearance of Emile Lesser, German- 
born newspaperman, police com- 
missioner and hotel man of Birm- 
ingham, Ala., the Fidelity Life In- 
surance Company in Judge Valen- 
tine’s court yesterday sought to 
show that he was a ‘German spy. 
Instead of being accidentally 
drowned at Venice in November, 
1915, the company alleges that Mr. 
Lesser is alive and therefore not 
entitled to the $3000 policy he 


holds in the company, which his 
supposed widow, Alice Lesser, is 


claiming. 
M. Reed, a society 
woman, resides at No. 762] 
Fast Adams street, was called by 
the company. She testified that she 
leased her house to Mr. Lesser in 
the. spring of 1915. 
“He came in an automobile, and 
brought into the house pictures of 
the Kaiser and the Crown Prince. 
He was very careful of them. He 
said he prized them above all else,” 
she testified. “When I got the 
house again after his death, I found 
letters addressed to him written 
in German. They had_ slipped 
through a drawer in a press, and 
lay concealed beneath. IT could not 
read the letters and burned them 
up as valueless. 
“Later two men came and probed 


underneath the house. From an 
aperture beneath ‘porch they | 
dragged out what Appeared to be, 
maps and folders and carried them 


away.” 

She said that since Mr. Lesser 
went away she had been bothered 
by many visitors inquiring for him. 
H. Martin, who translated the 
book of travels written by Mr. Les- 
ser in German, was a witness. Por-

The Rindge company, defendant 
in three suits brought by the county 
to condemn land for a highway along 
the coast, a highway through Los 
Alisos Canyon and a continuation of | 
this highway through .the Malibu 
ranch to the ocean, asked damages 
totaling $100,000. The court is now 
hearing argument whether the high- 
ways are a necessity. If this point 
is decided in favor of the county,’ 
which contends that the necessity

The trial consumed twenty-nine’ 
court days and many witnesses were 
examined.

in reaching the markets because of] 
the rough condition of the moun-) 
tain roads. Many harrowing tales 
were told of sickness and hardship. | 

The HKindge company pointed out’ 
that the settlers are few in the 
mountains; they had egress and in- 
gress over the roads, but when the 
company put up gates and locked 
them through the Malibu ranch, 
these gates were broken and other 
depredations committed. 

The highway along the coast was 
built by the Rindge compary for ite 
own use. The settlers were not per- 
mitted to use it. If the court de- 
cides the question of necessity, the, 
public may drive from Santa Monica’ 
to the Ventura county line along the 
coast, pass through a portion of the 
Malibu ranch and on through Los 
Alisos Canyon.

HIS POEMS SEND 
HIM TO PATTON. 


Jury Out Only ’ Three Minutes 
After Hearing Verses. 


Man Charged with Attacking 
Girl ound Insane. 


Fights with Officers Taking 
Him Back to Jail. 


After he had read a large quan- 
tity of his own “poetry” to the jury, 
Robert M. Leeper, charged with @ 
statutory offense against Anna 
Schwartz, a stenographer, was de- 
clared insane yesterday by the jury. 
He was committed te Patton by 
Judge Willis. 

Leeper’s testimony on the otand 
defeated his oWn purpose to prove 
his sanity at the time he is said to 
have attacked the young woman. He 
astonished the court and spectators 
by reading verse he said would 
prove him sane and by suddenly 
bursting into song with a parody he 
had written on “A Hot Time in the 
Old Town.’ One verse, which he re- 
fused to allow to lgave his hands 
for fear some one would take it 
from him, was a snappy rhyme on 
“When the People Got the = Flu.” 
Its reading by the prisoner caused 
considerabie amusement in court. 

Several poetic attempts made while 
Leeper waa in the County Jail, were 
introduced as evidence of the man’s 
insanity by his attorney, Arthur 
Keetch. Owe of these was indited 
to Mme. Schumann-Heink and is 
not at all complimentary, nor poetic. 
Cc. L. Belt, his former attorney, tes- 
tified that Leeper had tried to in- 
terest him {n a scheme to make 
$50,000 quickly. Mr. Belt read a pa- 
per which purported to be a play, 
written in the County Jail, and 
covering the whole scheme of war 
activities, from wrapping the hero 
in a flag in the last act ta the con- 
viction of a band\of smugglers. He 
also read “Reveries of a Tank Man,” 
a lively verse. 

Constantly during the hearing on 
the insanity complaint, which was 
sworn to by Mrs. Helene Leeper, dis 
wife, the prisoner sharply ques- 
tioned witnesses, all of whom said 
they thought him not sane. When 
court was adjourned at noon Leeper 


fought with three officers to keep 
from going back to jail. 
Lieut. Robert Taylor of March 


Field, Riverside, a brpther-in-law 
of Leeper, sat by the prisoner's side 
during the hearing. G.} W. Leeper, 
the man’s father, came’from Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., to testify that in 1917 he 
and Mrs. Helene Leeper were about 
to get an insanity complaint, but 
were dissuaded by the man’s mother, 
who promised to put him in a pri- 
vate sanatorium. The. next day he 
fled from that State. 

. Mr. and Mrs. Max 
rother-in-law and sister of Miss 
hwartz, attended the hearing in 

the morning, as did Miss Schwartz. 

None of them testified. 

Deputy District Attorney Asa 
Keyes did not introduce testimony 
on the part of the prosecution. The 
jury was out about three. minutes. 
With Leeper’s commitment to Pat- 
ton, the statutory charge against 
him will be dismissed.
